Stringer in 1913 he served his Church in the Yukon Territory 
in the last days of the Old North. Coming to Alberta in 1922 
he worked in Lethbridge and all over Southern Alberta, and 
came to Calgary as Rector of St. Stephen's. Then the far West 
called and he was Dean of Christ Church, Vancouver in the 
war years and the post-war period i.e. 1940-53. For seven 
years he fell from western grace and worked at St. Paul's, 
Toronto, returning to retire and live in Calgary — "God's 
Country," he calls it. ft O
